When we contradicted the statement 
in the Express, we did so on our own 
responsibility ; but hoped, aye, expected 
that, for the benefit of the public, of 
his friends, and in justice to himself and 
to us, that Mr. Stille would explain the 
matter through the columns of this~ pa- 
per, or by a private communication, so 
that if we had unintentionally placed 
him in a wrong position, or if the re- 
ports in circulation were false, we could 
correct them; which explanation he 

- could have made in the same manner as 

‘was done in his coimmunication last 

2 week, viz: by stating that in a few in- 
stances he “had neglected to.make the 
proper entries. But instead of doing so 

‘he, as he says “did not consider it 
worthy of his notice ; bat since then he 
finds that he has need to look after it.” 
When the article mentioned appeared in 
the Express, we, out of respect to both 
Mr. Stille and Mr. Root, considered it 
worthy of our notice; and from our 
knowledge of both parties took the re- 
sponsibility of branding it as false. And 
here we will say, that it is a good rule 

‘to adopt; that where reports deroga- 
tory to any individual get in circulation, 
whether true or false, and especially if 
false, for the party to explain them him- 
self, or force those who were instrumcn- 
tal in circulating or originating such re- 
ports to an explanation. 

As to Mr. Root, we did not at that 
time know of any charges having been 
brought against him, (if we except that 
contemptible’ insinnation made by “a 

~ Plumas county gentleman” through the 

Express) and therefore did not expect 
any explanation from him. 

There is, and can be no doubt,"but that 
one or the other of the parties (perhaps 
both to a certain extent) are to blame,

was aroused, and while the party were gaining 
mittance at the front door, Johnson madegood h 
escape through the back door, and at last accounts 
had not been arrested. We hope that he may be 
caught, and if guilty, be punished accordingly, for 
under such circumstances, when no: good can re- 
sult to him, but great injury be don¢ to other and 
innocent parties, and as we learn, he (Johnson) 
was secured by one of the individual members of 
the company for his full debt. Under such circum- 
stances we consider that no punishment under our 
laws can be too great for such a man. The damage 
done to the property is estimated at'$3,500 00.

To the Public. 


In last week’s Quincy Union, there is a card 
from one D. C. Stille, which. is characteristic of 
the man, andas my name is mixéd up in that 
communication, I desire to say a few words. 

Mr. Stille'has acknowledged in that letter all 
that I have ever charged against him, but makes 
his principal, J. M. Avery, Esq., an accessory to 
the fact of such a loose-way of doing business, and 
if Mr. Stille has erred, Mr. Stille throws all the 
blame on the shoulders of others, and tries to 
drag down to his contemptible level; men whose 
shoes be is unfit to black. 

Whatever may be the feelings between Mr. 
Stille and myself is of no importance to the pub- 
lic, but as public officers, one charged with the 
assessment, of the National tax, and the other with 
the collection of that tax, it is the privilege of that 
Publie to know if those officers do their dutf hon- 
estly. If their official business is done loosely or 
negligently, itis no less the duty of that public to 
be informed, and as all the trouble has grown out 
of the manner in which Mr. Stille has acted, I 
propose since he hay attacked me, to lay before 
the public the facts as they are, and then leave 
‘you to decide: 

First, Mr. Stille gives as an excuse for address- 
ing you, the article which appeared in the Union 
in December last, in which he says, ‘‘my name 
was used in 4 desreputable:manner,” bat * that at 
the time I did not consider jt worth my while to 
notice, but I find I have need to look after it.” 
Now that article amounted to this, that in certain 
instances Mr. Stille-had collected money and had 
made no return of it. This Mr. Stille explains by 
acknowledging its truth. It may have been dis- 
teputable to connect Mr. Stille’s name with such 
a transaction, but the fact exists precisely as that 
article charged, and Mr. Stille acknowledges that 
fact in bis letter, as follows : 

“Here I will mention the only fault that Fcan sce 
that I should be censred wit’. {¢s neglect ot mak- 
ing entries of monies received for pedlars and back 
licenses, when I would collectit, and J soon found 


that I had collected money that Icould not make | 


the returns for.” 

' I might drop the matter here with full confi- 
dence that the Public would see that if Mr. Stille’s 
name had been used in a disreputable manner, 
that no one is to blame but Mr. Stillé himself for 
such a use, for no excuse can be given for such ac- 
tion, unless it be the excuse of forgetfulness, 
which is the proper term meant by him although 
not expressly used as an extenuation thereof, but 
as through Mr. Stille’s own action the matter has 
been brought before the public, I want to see the 
matter probed to the bottom, and let the blame 
fall where the guilty parte is. 

It has been suspected for some time that things 
were not as they should be in the Assessor's (Fed- 
eral) Office in this county, but it has not been pub- 
licly known until now, and the few instances 
which have come to my knowledge of Mr. Stille 
eollecting money as due to the Government, and 
making no assessment or return will undoubtedly 
be increased now that this action is taken, and 
the undersigned-hereby asks, (that public “justice 
may. be done,) of those who hold the individual 
ek: of Mr. Stille, for Federal License, to for- 
ward them to me at Quincy, aud I will take the 
necessary steps of securing them from loss, but 
of those that are already in my possession, or that 
have come to my knowledge, I now propose co 
far as my memory will serve me correctly, to give 
the public the benefit of the manner in which pub- 
lic business has been done by Mr. D. C. Stille. 

First, Jack Cochrane. I asked Mr. Cochrane 
for his tax, which was ten dollars, in the store of 
C. T. Kaulback. He, (C.) said, “I have paid 
that to Mr. Stille. I paid him ou election day.—

I do not care to raise the list at present above 
twenty, and have given the facts just as they are. 
There are others of a similar nature, of which 1} 
have no definite knowledge, and which will un- 
doubtedly niake their appearanee hereafter. 

From the foregoing fa¢ts, the public can judge 
of the manner in which the duties of the office of 
U.S. A.,Federal Assessor in this county, under 
the administration of D.C. Stille bas been con- 
ducted. His own acts are the best answer to his 
own letter. . Why does hic blame.‘ Root and his 
friends,” for concealing: from Stille “everything 
they could, where they could make any capital.” 
My friends and myself knew that certain thirgs 
had been done by Stille under cover of his office, 
and we were at work trying to ferret out the ras- 
cality.

Mr. Stille,has been guilty of either gross negli- 
gence and forgetfulness, orelse the whole proceed- 
ing has been premeditated on his part, and let 
him take either horn of the dilemima, he is unfit 
to occupy a place of public trust. ~ 

Farther when Mr. Clark, the present Collector 
(who appointed me) was'here in Quincy last fall, 
Stille went to his friends and asked. them to get him 
the appointment of Collector, and had not Mr. 
Clark new of certain of Stille’s transactions per- 
haps Stille might have been appointed, and then 
‘what a sweet chance for forgetfulness he would 
have had. Let me tell Mr. Stille when he under- 
takes to shield his own rascality by attackijg the 
private character of others, he commits a great 
mistake. Ihave lived in Plumas county since 1851, 
and call on any person to make known any dishon- 
orable or dishonest practice of mine in that time. 
Dare Mr. Stille call for the same. Does he desire 
to have his record drajvn up to the surface. I fa- 
vored his appointment to the office. I knew of 
what had -béen said |against him, but hoped he 
would conduct the affairs of Assistant Assessor 
honestly, I have been mistaken, as well as others 
of my friends who were once his until he bas proved 
himself unworthy of their. and my friendship. 

In conclusion, for I do not propose to answer his 
billingsgate and profanity in detail, I regret being | 
thas called upon to obtrnde upon the public with 
this matter. I know not how far the custom of 
newspapers @xtends, whether they are open for 
any or every blackguard to vent his ill-concealed 
rage and venom or not, but I presume you, Mr.
